He 
collapsed and died on Pier 22, at the 
foot of James-Slip, before the arrival of 
a doctor. Dr. George Hohmann, Assist- 
ant Medical Examiner, said death was 
due to alcoholic poisoning. An autopsy 
will be performed today. 

William Williams, 25 years old, of 186 
West Street, a cook, died at Bellevue 
last night of alcohol poisoning. He was 
found ill at 34 West Street on Sept.

ropean. 

It is understood that the Cabinet has 
been informed that the Rumanian and 
Serbian Governments regard with very 
grave concern the prospect of the return 
of the Turks to Thrace. The view of 
the Cabinet was that a conference might 
be called at an early date to discuss 
the terms of peace, and that to this 
conference should be summoned not 
merely representatives of the allied 
powers and the two belligerent nations, 
but representatives of powers like Ru- 
mania and Jugoslavia, which have a 
very direct interest in any agreement 
which may be reached in regard to the 
Straits and in the Buropean part of the 
settlement with Turkey. 

It may be added that the intimation to 
be conveyed to Kemal refers to the pres- 
ent position and wili apply until the 
Peace Conference has decided the future 
of the Straits. If no attack upon or ad- 
vance into European territory is-made 
by the Turks or threatened by them, the 
allied fleets may not need to draw upon 
the reinforcements which the three big 
allied powers are preparing to send; but 
due precautions will be taken to have 
these reinforcements made available in 
case of an emergency. 

The attitude of Bulgaria and the 
Balkan situation generally do not ap- 
pear to have been before the Cabinet at 
all. No further meeting has been called 


for the present. 
France for Maintaining Neutral Zone. 


Immediate anxiety with regard to the 
Near East situation is set at rest by the 
French note. Although the text of it, 

as not yet been published here, it is 
wn that it confirms the assurance 
given a few days ago to the Foreign 
Office by the French Chargé/d’ Affaires 
in London that France regards herself 
as pledged to maintain the neutral 
zone along the Straits. At the, same 
time France believes that in the eventual 
settlement the Turkish success must be 
taken into account and.“ legitimate 
Turkish susceptibilities ’’ nespected. 

The French note answers two ques- 
tions, one of immediate urgency, the 
other less urgent, but of immeasurable 
political importance.

that it was beyond the scope of private 
charity. Red Cross and other funds 
that might be applied would soon be ex~ 
hausted and the situation would be un- 
solved unless broad plans were worked 
out by various interested Governments 
for effective relief measures. 

The United States Government believes 
the burden of the work must fall upon 
the Allies who have troops and naval 
forces on the scene and the dispatch to 
Admiral Bristol cautioned him to make 
no commitments whatever in the name 
of the American Government. Acting 
Secretary Phillips stated that this Gov- 
ernment, however, was anxious to do 
everything within its power to co-oper- 
ate in the extension of relief for the 
refugees. Copies of the communication 
of the department to Admiral Bristol 
also were sent by the State Department 
today to London and Paris for the in- 
formation of the British and French 
Gevernments. The text of the cable- 
gram to Admiral Bristol is as follows:

NEAR EASTPROBLEM 
| GOING TO LEAGUE? 


Report Says Lloyd George Is 
Coming to Urge It, but Dele- 
gates Want None of It. 


EMISSARY SEES .LEADERS 


They Either Fear Failure or Do 
Not Want Mess on Their Hands 
—Hungary Admitted to League.

GENEVA, Sept. 15.—Sir Bdward 
Grigg, private secretary to Premier 
Lloyd George, who arrived at Geneva 
late last night, was busy today pre- 
paring the way for the proposeq trip of 
the British Prime Minister to the seat 
of the League of Nations. 

After three or four hours of con- 
versations between _Sir Edward and 
League leaders a somewhat different 
aspect was given to Mr. Lloyd George's 
project. It was originally announced 
and. supposed all along that he was 
coming here for the sole Purpose of sup- 
porting the Cecil plan for treaties of 
mutual guarantee against aggression 
among European nations. It was gen- 
erally felt his help would be welcome. 

But now it! develops that the Prime 
Minister is considering advocating the 
placing upon the League the settlement 
of the Asia Minor situation. Among 
League enthusiasts and among those 
who, like Lord Robert Cecil, are here 
primarily to push the. League this pro- 
posal is not unattractive, but the states- 
men who are here primarily to repre- 
senting their Governments do not. look 
the same way on the project. 

Lotd Balfour, himself, is. understood 
to be not half so favorable this evening 
to Mr. Lloyd George’s coming since he 
has learned the Premier’s new idea. 
Lord-Balfour, and with Kim the French 
and Italian leaders, doubts the wisdém 
of the League shouldering the Turkish 
burden, not only because they believe 
the League might not be successful and 
thus leave the situation in worse shape, 
but also because they believe the League 
itself might greatly suffer from failure. 

Neutrals Cold to Proposal. 

In addition there is a number of na- 
tions, notably neutrals in the war and 
South American States, who have no 
stomach for tackling a problem which 
owes much of its present complexity to 
the rivalries of England, France and 
Italy. 

Certainly Kemal’s. victory has placed 
the French in a stronger -position with 
regard to Turkey than the British, who 
backed the defeated Gréeks. Maybe 
Mr. Lloyd George figures that England 
could effect a better settlement through 
the League than through ordinary dip- 
lomatic channels. Be that as it may, 
the French delegates here have no en- 
thusiasm\ for having Mr. Lloyd George 
try to place the Anatolian mess on the 
League, and they argue that League 
machinery being at the same time deli- 
cate and slow moving is not the proper 
machinery to grind ‘out the best results.

The Turkish troops are making strenu- 
ous efforts to prevent wholesale looting 
by bands of irregulars. 

General Noufeddin Pasha, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Kemalist forces here, 
yesterday urged officials of the Ameri- 
can Commilttee on Relief in the Near 
East to arrange for the evacuation of as 
many of the Greeks as possible, as he 
feared their return to the interior would 
mean certain death in reprisal for the 
alleged malicious destruction of Anato- 
Hian Villages by the Greek troops.

The _ American 
Captain declares his last vision of the 
town was ‘a mass of flames, while the 
eries and screams of the terrified Chris- 
tians, crowding the quay only a few 
yards from the burning buildings, were 
audible when the ship was a mile away.

American Consul General at Smyrna, 
who has gone to Athens to care for 
American refugees just arrived there, 
stated that the United States Shipping 
Board steamer Winona had arrived at 
Piraeus from Smyrna this morning with 
about 1,000 refugees on board. He stated 
that there probably were a number of 
Americans among those on the Winona, 
but,that he had not yet had timé to comb 
them out and to ascertain completé par- 
ticulars. These will be in addition to the 
150 American refugees from the vilayet 
ef Smyrna that arrived at Piraeus with 
the Consul Géneral, as reported in his 
early dispatch received by the depart~ 
ment today. His earlier message was 
filed yesterday; but the one received 
tonight by the department was filed at 
Athens this afternoon. 

Consul General Horton said he was 
doing his best to care for all American 
refugees and that the Greek authorities 
were co-operating with him in an effort 
to get them all comfortably quartered 
ashore. 

Most of the Americans who fled from 
the vilayet and the City of Smyrna are 
naturalized Ariericans of Greek origin 
who had homes in Smyrna and vicinity. 
The suddenness of the Kemalist descent 
and the completeness of the Greek 
debacle, along with the Tavated con- 
ditions resulting from the big fire, have 
left most of them destitute.

Dr. Harlow Tells of Atrocities. 


The Rev. S. Ralph Harlow, Professor 
of History and Sociology in the Inter- 
national College at Smyrna, who re- 
turned to America on Sept. 6 for a visit, 


told yesterday of some of the atrocities 
committed in and around Smyrna. 

“The Bastern Church, to which most 
of the Christians of Smyrna belong,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ {is in close affiliation with the 
Church of England. The present Arch- 
bishop, Crysostum, who is reported ‘as 
massacred, was a very libéral man and 
exceedingly friendly with Americans. 
Shortly before leaving Smyrna he asked 
me to preach at one of his large services | 
and urged his clergy and Greek teachers | 
of the city to be present. 

‘“‘Of the more than 100 beautiful 
Greek churches in the city, probably all 
have been looted or burned. Just be- 
fore I left Smyrna I visited a number 
of villages and towns which the Turks 
had occupied. Bvery Christian church 
had been desecrated. 

‘“‘Not content with> wreaking their 
hatréd on sacred picturés and places, 
the Turks had turned to the tombs of 
the déad.. In one churchyard, where 
Some of the holiest of their priests and 
leaders were buried, near Smyrna, I 
found not a single grave untouched. | 
Every tomb had been broken open and | 
bodies of the dead were still lying | 
strewn about. 

“The massacre in Smyrna was ex-} 
pected. In the 500 years of Turkish reign | 
over the Chrisetdaw populace of Asia |

The note, which was sent by Foreign 
Minister Tchitcherin to Berlin for deliv- 
ery to American Ambassador Houghton, 
Suggests that the preliminary negotia- 
tions might be held'in the United States, 
in Russia or in some other country to 
be determined later. 

““The Soviet Government,’ the note 
States, ‘‘is particularly interested in 
any move which might soon bring the 
re-establishment of economic relations 
between Russia and America, it being 
understood that such relations will be 
based on equality and in the interests 
of both concerned. The Soviet Govern- 
ment heartily welcomes any tendencies 


in the direction of reciprocity which 
will enable e¢ach country to study the 
economic condition of the other. 

“Owing to the fact that the Soviet 
Government desires closer relations with 
the United States, it cannot consider 
exactly just a one-sided proposal for 
sending an investigating commissicn to 
Russia.”’ 

Such action, the note continues, might 
be regarded by public opinion as not in 
conformity with principles of équality,

‘The Soviet Government,”’ the note

This French decision, the note adds, 
does not prejudice the future conditions 
of peace. 
| A formal demand fora declaration by 
the Nationalist Government of its inten- 
tion to observe this neutrality will prob- 
ably be made by the Allied High Com- 
missioners in Constantinople tomorrow, 

The zone of the Strait is definitel 
delimited in the Treaty of Savres. It 
includes a wide strip of territory on bot 
the European and Asiatic sides of the 
waterway. 

In agreeing to support this move 
France makes it clear that it is only 
a temporary ,méasure, and that the 
uestion of the eventual disposition of 
this territory must be settled by the 
Near East peace conference. 

No méntion is made of Thrace or of 
the City of Constantinople itself, but 
the Turkish acceptance of the zone of 
neutrality would have the effect of pro- 
tecting Constantinople also. 

Diplomatic conversations among the 
Allies appear to have establish the 
French view that the future sovereignty 
of Thrace by the Sublime P must 
be discussed at a peace conf 
which the crushing victory of Turkey 
will entitle her to the most liberal 
treatment fn the final decision. These 
views are declared to be shared b 
Italy. The French policy is now di- 
tected toward the convening of e 
peace conference as soon as possible 
and obtaining a promise from Turkey 
not to move on Constantinople or Thrace 
in the meantime.

| the various issues chosen for reproduc- 
tion, he built a special press and en- 
graved plates which are said to be 
regular masterpieces. 

Next, the engraver obtained lists of 
names of prominent collectors in various 
countries of Europe and America and 

—~,entered into communication with them 
under the pretext that he was a col- 
lector of stamps and wished to exchange 
or sell certain rare examples, 

On various occasions those buying 
from the engraver, being great experts,

Encouraged by success, however, he 
seemingly overstepped the mark, for a 
series of complaints to the Paris police 
finally led to an investigation and his 
arrest, 

The stamp on which the forger actually 
was tripped up was an English issue 
engraved in 1840 by Rowland Hill. 

According to the police report, the 
forger’s profits amount.to mofe than 
8,000,000 francs, while forged stamps 
of the face value of 2,000,000 to 8,000,000 
francs were found, together with his 
printing press. 


To Increase French Tax Exemption.

Holden, provides a graduate rate of pay 
for differing skill and territory differ- 
entials, involving in some instances in- 
creases over the former scale. 

‘Some important revisions in rules 
and working conditions of interest and 
advantage to the employes and to the 
company were agreed to,’’ the statement 
said. 

‘Employes in the mechanical depart- 
ment now {In service authorized their 


representatives to negotiate these rules 
and rates of pay with the management,” 
the statement continued. \ ‘‘ These rep- 
resentatives were selected by elections 
held at all points on the. system. Our 
mechanical officers have been in nego- 
tiation with the representatives chosen 
by the employes during the last two 
weeks, culminating in the successful 
agreement reached and signed today. 

‘* And .consideration of the so-called 
Willard plan of settlement with the out- 
side unions is thus finally disposed of 
by the recognition’ of. and- contract with 
direct representatives of the present 
shop-craft employes of the Burlington,’ 
the statement concluded.

Mellon Also. Announces Increase 
in Price of Savings Certifi- 
cates on Oct. 1.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Secretary 
Mellon announced tonight that the latest 
issue of Treasury certificates had been 
greatly oversubscribed, more than a half 
billion dollars in subscriptions having 
been offered. 

These certificates pay interest at the 
rate of 3% per .cent., which is 1 per 
cent. less interest than the Government 


now pays on Victory notes, and the ease 
with which the Government is now able 
to float the 3% per cent. certificates 
explains why the Treasury is anxious 
to redeem Victory notes of the 4% per 
cent. series, which it is ready to accept 
in payment of Sept. 15 instalments on 
income and profits taxes. 

The 3% per cent. certificates of series 
TS-1923, maturing Sept. 15, 1923, run 
for only one year, but appear to be very 
attractive to investors, who stand ready 
to absorb many more than the Govern- 
ment is offering. When. subscriptions 
closed at noon today preliminary reports 
to the Treasury from the twelve Fed- 
eral Resetve Banks indicated that tlte 
offering, which was for $200,000,000 or 
thereabouts, has been largely oversub- 
scribed and that the total subscriptions 
aggregate over $540,000,000. All the 
Federal. Reserve districts have reported 
oversubscriptions of their quota. 

Secretary Mellon also announced today 
that effective. Oct. 1, 1922, the issue 
prices ‘of Treasury savings certificates 
will. increase to $20.50.for the $25 cer- 
tificate, $82 for the. $100 certificate and 
$820 for the $1,000 certificate. At the 
new prices Trcasury savings certificates 
will yield about 4 per cent. compounded 
semi-annually -if held to maturity and 
about 3 per cent. simple interest if re- 
deemed before maturity. The new cer- 
tificates will be dated Sept. 30, 1922, in 
order to distinguish. them from the cer- 
tificates now on sale, which are dated 
Dec. 15,:1921. The current issue of cer- 
tificates, which is being sold at $20 for 
a $25 certificate, $80 for a $100 certifi- 
cate and $800 for a $1,00 certificate, 
will continue on sale until the close of 
business Sept. 30, 1922, and will then be 
withdrawn from sale in favor of the new 
certificates. Treasury savings stamps, 
non-interest bearing, which are now on 
sale in the denomination of $1, will like- 
wise be withdrawn from sale at the 
close of business Sept. 30, 1922. 

“The current issue of Treasury sav- 
ings certificates,’’ said Secretary Mellon 
tonight, ‘‘ was first placed on sale Dec. 
15, 1921, and since that date certificates 
up to about $115,000,000 (maturity 
value) have been sold. Sales have been 
running at the rate of about $15,000,000 
maturity value per month and there is 
every evidence that the certificates have 
proven increasingly attractive to in- 
vestors. 

‘With sales satisfactorily established 
on a going basis and with the improve- 
ment that has taken place in the invest- 
ment markets, the time has come to re- 
adjust. the interest. basis on which the 
certificates are scld and the Treasury 
has accordingly decided to make the in- 
crease ih price which is now announced. 

‘At the new prices.the certificates 
should continue to be highly attractive 
to investors, particularly small investors 
who desire to save systematically, and 
the Treasury looks forward with con- 
fidence to thes continued co-operation of 
all’ helpful agencies in promoting their 
sale. 

‘Apart froni the change in price the 
new certificates will correspond in all 
essential respects to the certificates now 
on salue. Each certificate matures five 
years from the date of its issue, but may 
be redeemed at the option of the holder 
at any time after issue at the value indi- 
cated on the back .of the certificates. 
The certificates are issued in only reg- 
istered form in order to afford protection 
against ‘loss and theft and are exempt 
from the normal Federal income tax 
and from ‘all State and local taxation 
(except -estate or inheritance taxes). 
The aggregate amount of Treasury 
savings certificates of any one series 
that. may, be held by amy, one’ person 
at any one time is limited to $5,000 ma- 
turity value and for this purpose the 
certificates issued within any one cal- 
endar year, whatever the issue or the 
issue price, constitute one series.”’

Typographical Convention De- 
clares Merger Project 
impracticable. 


FAVORS A_ LABOR PARTY 


Vote Opposes Non-Partisan Policy 
of the American 
Federation. 


ATLANTIC CITY, Sept. 15.—The idea 
of one big union in the printing trades 
was completely dissipated today at the 
closing session of the sixty-seventh an- 
nual convention of the International 
Typographical Union. Both conserva- 
tive and radical leaders joined forces in

DETROIT, Sept. 15 (Associated Press). 
—Aaccording to word received today by 
the street railway officials from Henry 
Ford, practically all operations in the 
Ford plants here will have ceased by 
late afternoon tomorrow. Upward of 
40,000 men will be thrown out of em- 


ployment at the Mighland Park plant. 

At Kiver Houge apoui 18,00U- will be 
obliged to quit. Approximately 12,000 
are employed in the Dearborn 
Northville plants and at the Lincoln 
Motor Company plant, also owned by 
Mr. Ford. 

The railway company, it was an- 
nounced, was requested to corcentrate 
its cars at the Highland Park and other 
Ford plants at 11 o’clock tonight to 
carry the shifts finishing work at that 
hour, as well as those reporting for 
work, to their homes. The day shifts 
will be dismissed at the end of the work- 
day tomorrow, the street railway com- 
pany was informed. 

Twenty-five thousand Ford employes 
scattered throughout the country outside 
of Detroit will be affected by the closing 
order Mr. Ford said in his first state- 
ment , announcing the contemplated 
shutdown. In addition there would be 
many gthers, he said at that time, who 
would % obliged to lay down their tools 
or work on part time. These are work- 
ers employed by concerns dependent on 
the Ford company for business. Those 
directly and indirectly affected by the 
clesing are variously estimated by Ford 
officials to total ‘‘ betWeen several 
hundred thousand and two million.’’ The 
estimate was made several weeks ago 
when the manufacturer made his first 
announcement. 

E. G. Leibold, Seeretary to Mr. Ford, 
suid today that the manufacturer migiin 
make a public statement tomorrow.

way Company.

preme Court, in brooixiyn on Tuesday. 

The lines @ffected were those between 
Flushing and College Point, Fiushing and 
Whitestone and Fiushing and Jamaica. 
They have been in operation for some 
time and they carriea nundreds of pas- 
sengérs. The home-going crowds did 
not know of the order for some time, 
and the stations where the busés took 
passengers were for a considerable timé 
crowded with prospective passengers, 
who wondered what had _ happeénéd. 
When the réal situation was learned 
there wére loud protests from those who 
were deprivéd of their usual mode of 
getting home. 

The Collegé Point and Whitestone busés 
carried pdsséngers to the Alburtic Ave- 
nue terminal of the Corona elevated line 
and were thé most liberally used.

Break the. Strike 


A conservative New York daily observes that if;the’ Daugherty injunction against strike 
propaganda were literally enforced, every striker would. be “doomed to a life of silent medi- 
tation and prayer.”

RIGORS OF THE GAME. 


Enjoining strikers after they have 
stopped striking seems to be a good 
deal like doctors consulting about’ the 
right treatment of a patient after he 
is dead. This would not be a& com- 
plete analogy to the injunction pro- 
ceedings at Chicago. On some rail- 
roads the shopmen are still technically 
strikers. They know that their cause 
is lost and most of them are reported 
to be seeking their old jobs again, but if 
before their dispute is settled on every 
line they are inclined to illegal acts it 
may be well to get a final court defi- 
nition of what they can do and can not 
do. We presume that the Government 
also takes the view that there are im- 
portant legal principles to be decided, 
which is the reason that the Attorney 
General is apparently determined to 
carry the argument before Judge 
Wi_xerson to the bitter end. 

For the really unrelenting pursuers 
of the case one must turn to the labor 
leaders in conference at Atlantic City. 
Whoever else lets go or will consent 
to stay the judicial process, they will 
not. To them the granting of the in- 
junction and the hearings on its pro- 
posed modification have just one 
value. This is to furnish ample 
grounds for demanding the impeach- 
ment of Mr. DAUGHERTY and Judge 
WiLxerson. They announce this to 
be their unalterable plan, which they 
will press from this day forward. But 
do they find it necessary to cite any 
authority in the Constitution or the 
Federal statutes for holding that an 
Attorney General or a Federal Judge 
may be impeached for having merely 
made an unfortunate use of his un- 
questioned discretionary power? Not 
for a moment. Théy are going to try 
their case not in the House of Rep- 
resentatives but in the political cam- 
paign. It is a kind of impeachment 
which will be good enough till after 
the election, and then will be dropped 

‘ and forgotten. If the continued hear- 
ings before Judge WILKERSON at Chi- 
cago savor of going on with the case 
in court after the parties have come 
to an agreement outside, the attitude 
of the seaside lawyers at Atlantic City

| One of the troubles of the early 
American frontier settlements—a con- 
stant trouble of village life today— 
was gossip, cackle, ill-natured criti- 

' cism repeated and enlarged, producing 
jealousies, hatreds, feuds, some of 

‘them hereditary and secular like 
the vendettas of our Appalachian 
mountaineers. The whole world is 
virtually a village now. Somebody 
raises the window and‘ his voice and 
objurgates his neighbor. The entire 
village hears. More angry fists and 

- voices are raised in reply. Somebody 
has a fit of billousness, is intellectual- 
ly in a state of unstable equilibrium 
as most people have béen, apparent- 
ly, since the war—or can’t resist 
cacoethes loquendi and a chance of 
notoriety. His bile and his folly are 
G@iffused over the world. Repeat the 
process often enough and international 
ill-feeiing “s motably promoted and 
extended.’ 

Unintentional loud-mouthed fatuity 
may have a& bad effect as willful, de- 
liberate propaganda. Speaking of per- 
sens who sow dissension between 
Great Britain and the United States 
by belittling comments on the Ameri- 
can part in the war, the ‘British Am- 
bassador, Sir AUCKLAND GEDDES, 
says: 

Sumetimes a foolish ‘remark will be 
made by a Briton. Sometimes a fool- 

ish remark, I doubt not, will be made 
by an American. I have heard some 


foolleh remarks on this very same sub- 
ject by Americans, written by Ameri-

cans, published by Americans, and I 
‘doubt not that sometimes foolish re- 
marks will fall from the lips of a 
Belgian, Frenchman or Italian. You 


. have got to realize that there is an 


atmosphere, @ body of suggestion, at 
the present moment. which is apt to 
catch a mind that is not strongly bal- 
anced and founded on concrete things. 
Such a mind may be led to believe 
things which are not, 


We haven't any right to complain of 
the looseness of some foréign lips till 
we learn a discreeter use of our own. 
Let us talk politely and amiably about 
our neighbors in the village, the other 
nations of the world, or say nothing. 
Heat, violence, abuse—aren’t there 
misunderstandings and hates enough 
without so breeding new ones? - News- 
papers and public men need particu- 
larly to remember this. To assure the 
peace of the world, “ it should be rec- 
ognized,’’ says Secretary Huaues, 
“that what is more necessary than 
“formulas is a new sense of civic 
“ responsibility in matters of interna- 
“tional coneern.”” And again: “ If 
“there is to be less reticence in di- 
“plomacy, there must be, if not a 
“ greater reticence, at least a keener 
“ sense of responsibility in the distus- 
“ sion of international questions. Open 
“diplomacy and biatant and injudi- 
“cious utterances will not go well to- 
* gether.’’ 

In short, civility, decency and good- 
nature have as good an effect on inter- 
national relations as on relations be- 
tween individuals. 


HISTORY BY MAKERS OF HISTORY. 
As announced in thé cable dispatch 
to THe Times yesterday, a contract 
has been signed with Mr. LiLoyp 
Gerorcs for the publication of his war 
reminiscences. He is to receive a sum 
believed to be greater than was ever 
paid down to an author for a single 
work-—$500,000. The entire amount 
the British Prime Minister is to turn 
over to the benefit of war charities, 
so that there is no question of per- 
sonal profit involved. It was esti- 
mated that General Grant and, after 
his death, his family received nearly 
a half million dollars from the sale of 
his “ Personal Memoirs,” but that can 
hardly rank with a higher figure paid 
before publication. <A fairer compari- 
son would be with the price paid to 
ex-Kaiser WILHELM for his memoirs, 
namely, $225,000. 

In both gases rights covering the 
whole world, including newspaper 
publication as well as book form, have 
been sold. Striking. is the implied 
testimony to the eagerness with which 
people everywhere are looking for- 
ward to reading the version of recent 
earth-shaking events given by two 
men who had so much to do with the 
conduct of the greatest war in history. 
Even so, it is probable that so great 
an amount of money would not have 
been offered for their work unless 
there had been keen competition for 
it. As in other cases of the kind, the 
high price finally‘agreed upon was 


really determined by the unsuccessful 
bidders. 

THe New YorK TrMEs has felt that 
it could not deprive its readers of the 
first knowledge of these two impor- 
tant historical undertakings. Publi- 
cation of the Kaiser's memoirs will 
begin on Sunday, Sept. 24, and con- 
tinue daily until they are completed. 
In due course of time will follow the 
printing of the work upon which Mr, 
Lioyp GEORGE is now engaged. What- 
ever may bé said of either or both, it 
cannot be denied that they will be 
documents which historical students 
will at once begin to sift and weigh, 
and to which they will long feel bound 
to refer. History written by history- 
makers may be no more impartial or 
final than that composed by writers 
detached from public affairs. ~* Yet 
there is an undoubted charm, and 
often a peculiar personal touch and 
first-hand authority, in the writings 
of men who describe a period in which 
they had a controlling influence, being 
often responsible for the events which 
they narrate as well as observers of 
them. This unusual interest, this spe- 
cial appeal, THe Times can promise 
its readers they will find in the two 
contributions to history which it is 
about te publish. 


STRIKE DEBITS AND CREDITS. 

Secretary HOOVER warns against cur- 
rent exaggerated estimates of losses 
from the strikes running upward 
from a billion dollars. He reminds all 
concerned that the soft coal trade has 
long suffered from lack of organiza- 
tion. Always there is Summer dull- 
ness of varying degrees. Over the full 
year the necessary amount of coal, is 
dug and transported with variation 
proportioned to differences of supply 
and demand. It will be so this year, 
not quite as usual, but more nearly 
80 than calamity prophets realize. In 
the best year of the soft coal trade 
the mines operated only 249 days, 
and an average year’s work is about 
210 days. The lost time this year 
xsl] he made up by more continuous 
working. 

There is an excess of coal and 
miners, which Secretary Hoover esti- 
mates at 2,500 mines and 200,000 
men. As the demand is good, the 
country will take all the industry can 
now provide and the railways can 
carry. With sufficiency of soft coal, 
a runaway market in<hard coal will 
be checked both by economic condi- 
tions and by official control of prices 
and profits. Even now there is coal 
on the tracks for which there is only 
a limited demand, owing to symptoms 
of a consumers’ strike. The non- 
union mines now undersell — other 


grades ‘by $1.25 @ ton. The condi- 


tions are such that one sort of soft 
coal will hold down prices for other 
sorts. In reserve is unusual oppor- 
tunity for the importation of coal, 
owing to low freights and largely in- 
creased production in England. Also, 
there will be uncommon, substitution 
of gas and oil for coal. There seems 
no warrant for the proposal of the 
operators to add the cost of. -main- 
tenance of the mines during the strike 
to the cost of the coal. It is true that 
nothing came in during the strike, but 
there was no addition to the entire 
year’s maintenance on account of the 
idle months. 


WHAT’S IN A NAME? 

It is not passion but a practical 
political sense that prompts Senator 
Wittiam B. McKiInuey of Illinois, and 
of the house of Capulet, to say to the 
League of Nations, of the house of 
Montague, as Juliet to Romeo: “O, 
be some other name!’’ “ 'T is but thy 
name that is my enemy.”’ Eventually, 
says this observing Senator, out of the 
wisdom of his recent experiences and 
the memoranda of his European noté- 
book, America must participate in 
helping to work out Europe’s grave 
economic problem; and since the 
League is undertaking to solve these 
problems, we may have to associate 
ourselves with it. ‘*‘ We must take a 
‘* part in some organization of world 
“ Powers.” 

The Senator recites the different 
specific activities of the League, as 
Juliet made inventory of the parts of 
Romeo to prove that Montague was 
only the name which an ancient 
grudge had made as a wall between 
them. So the League, concerning itself 
with plague extermination, with war 
on white slavery and drugs, with the 
resuscitation of Austria and with a 
score of other labors, is what it is, 
irrespective of the name which »sepa- 
rates the two political houses and 
disturbs. the quiet of our nation’s 
strest,(by “brawls bred of an airy 
word.” 

It is perhaps too much to expect 
that Senator McKINLEY and those of 
his political house will no longer be a 
Capulet in order to bring together 
those whom family partisanship has 
kept apart. But the League might 
readily and gallantly answer with 
Romeo: ‘I'll take thee at thy word. 
“ Join me and I will be baptized anew, 
“finding my old name hateful to my- 
“ self because an enemy to thee."’ That

FUTURE OF THE LABOR BOARD. 

It may well be that this Summer's 
strikes will be remembered as marking 
a new, stage in the development of a

So far as the question is legal it has 
been fought out in a generation of ef- 
fort mainly to harness capital. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Federal Reserve Board exer- 
cise functions ‘‘ quasi-administrative, 
quasi-legislative, quasi-judicial.’’ But 
‘those functions, long resisted, are now 
recognized as absolutely indispensable. 
As regards labor,. the administrative 
tribunal encounters a new difficulty. 
The union_and its weapon of the strike 
are phenomena relatively new to the 
law, and labor leaders are resolutely 
bent on keeping them without the law. 
No sure means has as yet been devised 
for .subjecting them to the sovereign 
will of the people. But a nation that 
had its origin in resistance to irre- 
sponsible power is not likely to be 
balked by the tyrannies of a small 
percentage of semi-skilled workmen. 
From all sides and from the most un- 
expected quarters the demand is rising 
that labor in the coal fields be made 
subject to the rule of reason, that the 
Railroad Labor Board be given powers 
adequate to its responsibilities. When 
the Duell bill was introduced last year 
at Albany, providing for an adminis- 
trative tribunal largely modeled on 
that in Kansas, it was condemned on 
the grounds that what it contemplated 
was a court, and that no court can 
assume the administrative function. 
Governor MILLER is now among the 
most deeply convinced and eloquent 
advocates of making the ‘‘ national ’’ 
strike ‘‘ a serious penal offense.’’ 

One objection to the administrative 
trikhunal is that it tends to emphasize 
unduly Federal control; but appar- 
ently that is an evil strictly self-lim- 
ited. The Federal Reserve Board 
worked from the start through

STATE INSURANCE REGULATION, 

The New York State Superintendent 
of Insurance, Mr. Francis R. Stop- 
DARD, gave to the National Insurance 
Commissioners a judicious and en- 
couraging account of how New York 
State is dealing with subjects of angry 
litigation in several other States. They 
are still trying to prevent combination 
and compel competition, as New York 
used to do. This State is now substi- 
tuting regulation, as the result of the 
Lockwood committee’s disclosures and 
recommendations, and is the only 
State supervising all casualty, surety 
and fire companies, as regards both 
adequacy and reasonableness of rates. 
Too low and too high rates alike are 
disfavored in New York. The one 
produces excessive competition, the 
other excess profits. Since the law 
allows combinations of. New York 
companies for the making of rates, it 
assumes responsibility for the reason- 
ableness of the rates. The Lockwood 
committee found rates that were twice 
too high. In somé cases two-thirds 
of what the insured paid was con- 
sumed in getting the business. That 
was undue competition, which the 
companies wish to see restricted by 
the State, just as life-insurance com- 
missions were limited as the result of 
the Armstrong committee's activities. 

Superintendent Stopparp thinks that 
if the State regulates rates through 
his départment it should see that tax- 
ation of the companies is as reason- 
able as the restriction of their rates. 
He declares his intention to adminis- 
ter the State’s new system with due 
consideration of the companies, the 
insured and the State alike. His 
hope is that the department and the 
companies may co-operate in the 
policy of regulation and ayoid the 
need of prosecution. The conception 
as the complement of 
regulation has been slow !n making its 
way regarding public utilities, but is 
adopted completely as concerns this 
private business affected with a public 
interest. 

Fair general competition is more im- 
portant than compulsion or permission 
of uneconomic competition between in- 
surance companies. Not a few States 
have followed New York’s earjier in- 
surance legislation, and have fared 
better than other States which have 
been litigating without getting any- 
where in yearx Those who have 
profited by earlier New York laws 
may be encouraged by the Superin- 
tendent’s policy to follow New York’s 
leadership further.

TURKS WILL BE TURKS. 

On Wednesday MusTaPHa KEMAL 
said to an American correspondent in 
‘* There have been no seri- 
Such pillagings and 
“killings as have occurred were 
“inevitable. You can say that order 
‘* will be completely restored from to- 
“day.’’ The next day fire started in 
the Armenian quarter. There are 
many eyewitness stories of Turkish 
soldiers sprinkling kerosene and touch- 
ing it off. In any case, the fire started 
in the Armenian quarter, and spread 
to the Greek quarter when the 
wind was blowing it away from the 
Turkish quarter. ; 

Three days ago a correspondent tele- 
graphed that everybody was amazed 
at the absence of massacres; the town 
was relatively calm; not more than 
800 people had been killed. The state 
of relative calm ceased the next day. 
How many have since been killed is 
uncertain, but it appears that thou- 
sands will be slaughtered or die of 
starvation and exposure. American 
property worth several millions has 
been destroyed, but all native Ameri- 
cans have escaped, though fourteen of 
our naturalized citizens are missing. 
A dispatch to The Sun yesterday 
afternoon suggested that-the State De- 
partment ‘was inclined to doubt that 
there was a fire in Smyrna. This 
uncertainty does not seem to be 
shared by persons on the spot, but, at 
any rate, there is no fear that the 
fate of the fourteen naturalized citi. 
zens or the girls in the American Col- 
lege will entangle us in any involve- 
ments. 

How the admirers. of Nationalist 
Turkey will reconcile these events 
with their conviction that the Turks 
have turned over a hew leaf we do 
not know. The sturdiest and most 
useful foreign sympathizers of Kemat, 
certain politicians and’ financfers in 
Paris, have never been troubled by 
any of these moral scruples, Their 
tecently awakened worries are dué 
only to the fear that if the Turks

If it can 
hold down the hotheads and keep this 
promise, the danger of a general war 
will be much reduced.

Just as that terror of 
modern life, the income 
tax, had one beneficent

Winter's coal scarcity may lead to a 
better understanding of fuels by the 
general public and regult in more in- 
telligent and more economical use of 
them, 

Hitherto the great majority of Eastern 
householders have known but one source 
of heat—anthracite coal—and a large 
majority of the majority have burned 
it, or allowed it to be burned, in ways 
that wasted from a quarter to a halt 
of it. Too often the care of the furnace 
has been entrusted to an ignorant man 
who congulted only his own convenience 
as to the times and methods of firing, 
and it rarely has been convenient for 
him to put on coal as early, as late or 
as often. as is required for the keeping 
of a house warm day and night, though, 
of course, at the varying temperatures 
required for health. Such men are never, 
or next to never, expert in their busi- 
ness&—naturally, for if they had the 
brains required for doing it expertly 
they would be otherwise employed. 

The wise householder, when “he does 
not run his furnace himself—it is much 
less work than those who never have 
done it suppose—gives it frequent super- 
virion, after first informing himself as 
to the right and the wrong ways of 
doing it. Thus money can he saved and 
the family’s comfort and health im- 
proved, but also coal can be saved, and 
this Winter that, for almost anybody, 
may mean the difference between serious 
suffering from cold or the avoiding of it,

Needed in these important posi- 
tions are real combustion engincers, 
who, besides performing the duties men- 
tioned, also can disseminate through the 
consuming public exact information 
about the use of the various kinds and 
grades, not only of coal, but of the other 
fuels which incase of necessity can re- 
place in part or whole the accustomed 
anthracite. 

This is excellent advice which Mr. 
WoopdIn would do well to keep in mind 
as he makes his appointments. Such 
meh will expect to be paid in accordance 
with their training and abilities, but 
they will be worth much more than they 
cost, and as soon as their value is real- 
ized nobody will begrudge them what 
they get. 

Recently, when the Interborough was 
compelled to burn Welsh coal to which 
its engineers and firemen were unac- 
customed, it sent up to Columbia for an 
expert who had made a special study 
of fuels and their use, and he was able 
promptly to prove that the cause of the 
irouble the road was having with the 
imported coal was not its inferiority, but 
failure to handle it as its pecullarities 
demanded.

The troopers obeyed the legiti- 
mate commands given them, and they 
did restore order, doing it with the use 
of as little force as was possible in. the 
circumstances. Their work done,. they 
went away. 

Since then a legend or myth has 
grown up in certain circles and. the 
troopers have been charged with behav- 
ing in a way to justify the application 
to them of the word ‘ Cossacks,’’ so 
much beloved by their enemies and by 
demagogues. Major CHANDLER’S men are 
not ‘‘ Cossacks ’’’ except in courage and 
good horsemanship. All through the 
rural parts of the State they are protec- 
tors of the people and as €&fficiént in 
enforcing thé law as their small num- 
ber permits. They are feared and hated 
only by those who contemplate the at- 
tainments of ends, good or bad, by the 
use of violent means, and they are 
rapidly earning a place in public esteem 
close to that eccupied in Pennsylvania 
by an older and therefore more experi- 
enced force of the same kind.

CONSTITUTION DAY. 


Inculeating the Principles of Our 
Government in the Minds of Children 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In wartimes we obey selected men 
and thus a blind fervor will serve our 
purpose; but in peace, and especially in 
this troubled peace, we must bring to 
bear upon acute national problems some- 
thing better than blind fervor. We must 
have a true understanding of the prin- 
ciples upon which our national existence 
rests. The Constitution is the only 
source from which we can draw this 
knowledge. 

Sunday, Sept. 17, is Constitution Day, 
celebrated on Monday, the 18th, in many 
schools throughout the country. For it 
was on Sept. 17, 1787, that the Consti- 
tution was adopted by the patriots of the 
Constitutional Convention. The observ- 
ance of the day was begun in 1918 by 
the National Security League. The 
Committee, on Constitutional Instruction 
of the National Security League is en- 
deavoring to have passed by the Leg!s- 
lature of every State in the Union a bill 
requiring definite courses of instruction 
in the Constitution in all the public 
schools. The Chairman of the commit- 
tee is Lloyd Taylor, Secretary of the 
National Security League, who has been 
devoting his entire time of recent years 
to patriotic and public welfare work. 

In furthering its work in constitutional 
education the league publishes a ‘“‘ Cate- 
chism of the Constitution of the United 
States ’’ to form a basis of instruction in 
many schools and colleges. Five States 
—Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, Vermont and 
Rhode Island—now have laws making 
this instruction mandatory in their 
schools. 

‘““We believe,’’ says Mr. Taylor, ex- 
pressing the purpose of the National 
Security League, ‘“‘ that the teaching of 
the Constitution of the United States is 
not a difficult matter and has been 
neglected largely through lack of the 
proper inspiration. The Constitution 
embodies all the romance and appeal to 
the imagination that form the basis of 
America and her history, and it should 
be possible properly to ground the minds 
of our boys and girls in true American- 
ism through teaching them these inspira- 
tional things.” 

If the- spirit of the Constitution pre- 
vailed, trouble between capital and 
labor would be minimized, and were its 
meaning understood by immigrants, our 
immigration problem would disappear. 
* * * Our remedy Hes in a return to 
those clear principles of reason and 
honor embodied in our Constitution. Its 
spirit is America’s, carrying the fervor 
of war into the practice of peace. There 
is the spirit of the fathers in its pris- 
tine purity. f

Fuel Experts. 
To the Editor of The New Yorks Times: 

The seriousness of the coal situation is 
recognized officially through the recent ac- 
tion taken by the Governor and Legislature 
of the State of New York, leading up to the 
appointment of Willlam H. Woodin as Fuel 
Administrator. It is understood that there 
will be fourteen deputy administrators in 
various districts. It would seem that engi- 
neers specialized in combustion would be the 
logical choice to undertake this very im- 
portant work, but the few appointments 
already made do not indicate that the par- 
ticular abilities of the engineer are to be 
utilized {n this work. 

A large number of consumers will be 
forced to usé coal of a grade and quality 
different from that to which their furndtes 
and incidental equipment were agpecially de- 
signed. Certainly difficulties will be en- 
countered in burning these fuels advanta- 
geously. Even though the heat content was 
high, the Interborough Rapid Transit had 
considerable difficulty in keeping up steam 
when it first used British steam coal. 
Experience has proved that proper methods 
of firing, however, overcome most of these 
difficulties. 

Consumers who have used anthracite in the 
past, and who will be forced to use, soft 
coal, will be confronted with similar troubles. 
The services of experienced combustion engi- 
neers will be of great value to the con- 
sumer and public in general and prevént a 
possible interruption of operation of indus- 


trial plants. 

Improper use of fuel might cause unem- 
ployment and hardship, and increase the cost 
of commodities. 

In addition, many householders may be 
compelled to use soft coal, and unless they 
also receive expert advice they may not only 


suffer from the cold but may be inconve- |

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Sept. 15.—

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Measures of 
co-operation to facilitate coal distribu- 
tion were discussed at a conference h¢ld 
by Secretary Hoover at the Department 

lof Commerce today with representatives 
|of carriers, manufacturers, Chambers of 
{Commerce and public utilities. Mem- 
bers of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, the American Railway Asso- 
ciation, the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the National Associa- 
tion of Purchasing Agents, the Public 
| Utilities Association, the Department of 
| the Interior and the Interstate Com- 
i}merce Commission were present. 
The conference voted to organize vol- 
| uftary campaigns for three major pur- 
poses: To induce manufacturers, utility 
comporations and buyers generally not 
to purchase coal beyond their day-to-day 
needs until the flow of coal becomes 
more normal; to persuade holders®of 
coal contracts not to call for delivery 
beyond their daily needs, and to expedite 
the movement of coal in every possible 
way. It was decided to organize special 
committees under the leadership of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce to 
carry out these purposes, The co-opera- 
tion of responsiblé coal operators will 
be sought. 

Secretary Hoover stated that the Gov- 
ernment welcomed the co-operation of 
commercial and industrial: interests in 
coal distribution. It was most desir- 
able that readjustments in prices and 
distribution should take place by the 
natural means of increased supply and 
the holditrg down of consumption pend- 
ing such an increase. Protection for the 
| public must come by one means or an- 
other. 

‘In every situation such as this,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ there are social considerations 


which absolutely override the economic. 
The Government cannot permit the dis- 
tribution of coal this Winter on a high- 
est bidder basis. That condition during 
the present emergency is an impossible 
social conception.”’ 

He added that while the bills pending 
in Congress would give powers to place 
embargoes on shipments of “ profiteer- 
ing coal,’’ movigg in interstate com- 
merce, the Federal Goverhment could 
exert no constitutional control over coal 
produced and sold within State bound- 
aries or over speculation in interstate 
coal once it had reached its destination. 
Many States were invoking drastic leg- 
islative powers and unless the situa- 
tion quickly improved many more State 
Governments would be forced to a like 
course to protect their citizens. 

It appeared to be the betief, of most 
of those at the conference that the 
mines had ample capacity to meet the 
situation and that the problem at pres- 
ent was mainly one of transportation.

Bodies Found on 59th Street 
Houses, Almost Adjoining, 
Occupied by Negroes. 


VICTIMS OF SAME GANG 


Louis Rothstein, Insurance Man, 
Murdered First—Other Thought 
to. Be Disabled Veteran. 


Two white men, believed to have been 
murdered under similar circumstances 
when they resisted robbery, were found 
yesterday morning on the roofs of two 
houses almost adjoining on the north 
side of West Fifty-ninth Street between 
Columbus and Ninth Avenues. The ten- 
ements above which their bodies were 
found are occupied almost exclusively 
by negroes. : 

One of the victims was identified as 
Louis Rothstein, 40 years old, an insur- 
ance collector of 204 West Sixty-ninth 
Street. The other had not been identified 
up to an early hour this morning, but 
detectives investigating the double mur 
der, believed the second man is a dis-. 
abled veteran of the World War. 

It is the belief of the detectives that 
the two men were lured to their death 
by the same band. Because the insur- 
ance collector was well dressed and bore 
the marks of a man who was prosper- 
ing, it is assumed that he was the first 
induced to enter the trap of the mur- 
derers. When his slayers found he had 
no money, the police believe the gang 
went out,in quest of another victim, 
and enticed him into the second tene- 
ment only a few doors away from that 
on top of which Rothstein's body was 
found. 

The body of the unknown man was 
found on the roof of 321 West Fifty- 
ninth Street, where, as it lay with face 
up,.it attracted the attention of George 
Hultgren, 78 Thirty-ninth Street, Corona, 
L. I., a clerk: in the Gotham National 
Bank, who could overlook. the murder 
roof from an office on the seventeenth 
floor of the building occupied by the 
bank. He hurried out of the building 
and informed Sergeant Michael Murphy 
of the West Sixty-eighth Street station. 

Sergeant Murphy, accompanied by De- | 
tective Sergeant Clarence Daley and 
several patrolmen, went to the roof and 
found the body of the man yet to be 
identified. Near by the police found a 
five-cent piece. The police said the man 
was between 35 and 40 years old, of 
rather heavy build, 6 feet 6 inches, clean- 
shaven, and wore a gray checked coat 
with dark trousers, one sock of black 
and one of brown, and no shoes. 

The body of the insurance collector 
was found on top of the tenement at 339 
West Fifty-ninth Street, which can be 
reached without, difficulty from the roof 
of the house where the first murder was 
discovered. 

The discovery of this murder was 
made by William C. Lewis, a negro 
post office clerk, Hving in.the same 
house. Lewis went to the roof in the 
morning and started to cross to another 
tenement at 349 West Fifty-ninth Street | 
to see his sister-in-law, Lottie Skinner. | 
He said he almost stumbled over the 
body. 

Rothstein wore a brown striped suit. 
No money was found in his pockets, but 
in a itarge collection~ of papers he 
carried, the police found the address of 
his father, Elias Rothstein, who runs a 
tailor’s shop at 217 West End Avenue. 

The detectives sent to that address 


found that the father was away, but in 
an adjoining cobbler’s shop they learned 
from Guiseppe Rich that the murdered 
man answered the description of the 
tailor’s son, and the cobbler returned 
to the West Fifty-ninth Street tenement 
with the detectives and identified the 
body. 

The pockets of both victims were 
turned wrong side out, indicating that 
they had been searched for money and 
other valuables. Likewise they were 
stripped of their shoes, according to the 
police, who said that their slayers prob- 
ably thought the two men might have 
concealed some money there. P 

The neckties of both were so tightly 
drawn around their necks that the po- 
lice at first thought they might have | 
been killed by strangulation. The | 
skull of Rothstein bore the imprints of 








a bludgeon and near his body the po- 
lice found a bloody handkerchief, prob- 
ably used as a gag. 

Rothstein’s father said the murdered 
man had been married for twelve years, 
but that he and his wife separated 
about three months ago. The elder man 
said that Louis offered to go to the 
West Side Credit Men's Association in 
the Park Theatre Building on Colum- 
bus Circle Thursday night to pay the 
father’s dues, but he declined the son’s 
offer and went himself. 

He said that his son left home at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening, had very little, 
if any, money, but probably carried a 
gold watch and some jewelry. 

Soon after the bodies of the two men 
were found the police began to question 
many persons in the buildings where 
they probably were killed and the ten- 
ants of other tenements in the neighbor- 
hood. 

Detectives Daley and Maney, in a 
search of the roofs where the’ two bodies 
lay, found an old grate bar of a stove 
to which was stuck some clotted strands 
of human hair. The police thought it 
probable that the victims might have 
been felled with this, and it was turned 
over to the Fingerprint’ Bureau for pho- 
tographing, so that any fingerprints 
might be preserved. 


EVICTION DEBATE IN SENATE 


Suffering In Pennsylvania Coke 
Fields Is Charged and Denied. 


WASHINGTON,’ Sept. 15.—The coking 
coal strike in Southwestern Pennsylvania 
was discussed briefly today in the Sen- 
ate when Senator Watson, Democrat, of 
Georgia, presented a .:telegram from 
United Mine Workers’ leaders charging 
that women and children of the strikers 
were suffering because of evictions 
ordered by the operators. 

Senator Reed, Republican, of Pennsyl- 
vania, in response to inquiries by Chair- 
man Borah of the Senate Labor Commit- 
ee, said he was sure there were no 
wholesale evictions in the Cannellsville 
region. In most cases, Senator Reed 
said, the operators had not caused evic- 
tions or attempted to collect rentals. In 
some instances he said, they had reduced 
rents during the strike. 

Union recognition is the, only contro- 
versy, in the coking coal strike, Senator 
Reed said, the operators refusing recog- 
nition although willing to continue the 
former wage scales which he said miners 
were willing to accept. Senator Watson 
complained of the refusal of the opera- 
tors to recognize the unions.

FORT MADISON, Iowa, Sept. 15.—Eu- 
gene Weeks, convicted murderer, was 
hanged at noon today by the Rev. Win- 
fred E. Robb, Sheriff at Des “Moines. 
Sheriff Robb, who resigned his pastorate 
some time ago because of the many 
things his office as Sheriff required him 
to do that some of his congregation did 
not approve, conducted all the last min- 
ute arrangements, and as he slipped the 
hood over Weeks’s head the prisoner 
said: ‘‘ God bless you.”’ 

Weeks, formerly a Hartford, Conn., 
boy, was one of the several young men 
convicted of murder in connection with 
the killing of George Fosdick, a grocer, 
at Des Moines. 

Sheriff Robb conducted the execution 
unflinchingly and when an unfortunate 
adjustment of the rope 
Weeks’s feet to touch.the ground the 
former army chaplain seized the rope 


and helped the prison Warden wrap it | 


around a post so that Weeks’s suffering 
would not be prolonged. When Weeks 
Was pronounced dead, in fourteen min- 


utes, Sheriff Robb walked out and into 
another room, where he prayed for some 
time. : 

Weeks’s final remark was the only one 
today in which he showed any reverence. 
This morning he joked with everybody, 
gibed the Judge who sentenced him 
about his bald head and asked Sheriff 
Robb to take him to the gallows early. 
‘“ I want to tell those sightseers a few 
things,’’ he said. Accordingly, he was 
on the scaffold fifteen minutes before 
time. 

‘*Come up closer, boys, if you want to 
hear what I have to say,’’ he said to the 
spectators. Then he said that Ora Cross, 
another man convicted of the same mur-

der, was not with him that night.and he 
should’ not- be hanged for thé samé mur- 
dev. He also reiterated that he was in- 
nocent.

Captain Tawes reported -that a third 
sloop got away, refusing to stop when 
commanded to do so. With two boats 
already in hand, Captain Tawes decided 
it would. be best to return with his 
prizes and take a chance of getting the 
other boat later. 

The seized vessels, according to-Ap- 
pDieby, are the two-masted fishing sloop 
Suenna of Rockport. IV. S., which con- 
tained 950 cases of Scotch whisky_and 
$21,793 in paper money; the Etta B., a 
two-masted auxiliary schooner, of Nas- 
sau, Bahamas, which had a cargo of 500 
cases of Scotch whisky, and the launch 
No. 3,971, with forty cases of whisky. 
The motor boat was sunk, having sprung 
a leak before she was discovered by the 
rum-chaser. Shots from the rum raider’s 
one-pounder demolished the motor boat 
to prevent her becoming a menace to 
navigation. 

The Buenna was captured Thursday 
night at 10:30 o'clock eight miles off 
Long Branch, N. J., and’ the Hahn was 
on her way to the Battery with the al- 
leged rumi-rtinner when the Etta B. was 
sighted at’5 o’clock yesterday morning 
four miles south of Rogkaway.
